Perhaps at no time in the history of Canadian 
Liberalism has a gathering of Liberals possessed 
such significance as that which oommenced its ses- 
Wons jR.QmwA tRjdAjU- ftfeyItas 
national convention in Canada met for the pur¬ 
pose of (selecting a party leader, and that is one of 
the chief items of business which will engage the 
attention of more than 2,006 delegates. But it must 
not be supposed for one moment that the choice of 
a successor to the late Sir Wilfrid Lattrier can be 
allowed to dominate other more important ques¬ 
tions. It will be necessary for the assembled dele¬ 
gates to discover common ground from which the 
principles of Canadian Liberalism can be reviewed 
in proper perspective and thoroughly understood 
by the youngest representative present. . 

Political principle must not be confused with 
leadership. Circumvention of principle, of course, 
is not difficult, but such advantage as may follow it 
is temporary in character and merely resets upon 
the party guilty of it as it does upon the individual 
who trifles with his personal convictions by com¬ 
promise. It -will be necessary for the eastern and 
western delegates to approach the fiscal policy of 
the country in practical fashion and in the formu¬ 
lation of a policy we shall expect the western inter¬ 
pretation to dominate because it is unqnestionably 
in the best interests of the country that it should. 
It harmonizes more nearly with the fundamental 
principles for which the Liberal party in Canada 
should stand. Of paramount importance, however, 
is the necessity for a decision upon a clear-cut pro¬ 
gramme in which the general welfare and progress 
of the country constitute the prime considerations. 
A liberal policy should provide the requisite basis 
for this and if the party convention insists upon 
principle first and regards election expedients as 
matters of secondary consideration, its appeal for 
support will rest upon the only policy that ran be 
politically sound and permanently successful. 

There should be a great future for Liberalism 
in Canada. Much has happened since the conven¬ 
tion of 1893 which presaged success for the party 
at the polls three years afterwards. Never before, 
however, in the history of the Dominion has the 
field been so wide, so plentiful in opportunity for 
many changes in the interest of the people as a 
whole, as it is to-day. Canada’s war load will tax 
the best brains of the country for years to come. 
More production is essential. Relations between 
capital and labor must be improved By a policy 
that will remove the suspicion which handicaps in¬ 
dustry to-day. In no field, moreover, has Liberalism 
wider scope than in that which is figuratively 
barred by u spiked gate labeled “high cost of 
living.” 

Hence, no matter upon whose shoulder the 
mantle of leadership of the Liberal Party in Can¬ 
ada may fall, if the new skipper’s course is property 
charted the fundamental principles of Canadian 
Liberalism should be regarded as his only reliable 
pilot.

It waa further 
stipulated that tha Company must also 
be allowed freight rtghta upon the 
bridge; that ia that the bridge must 
be *o constructed that It would be cap¬ 
able of bearing heavy inter urban 
cars, and that the Company be al¬ 
lowed to operate surli care. 

The draft bridge agreement drawn 
up by the P. R. and submitted to 
the city recently, however, does not 
give the Electric Company the right 
to operate freight cars on the bridge.

According to The London Daily Mail the Brit¬ 
ish Government haa decided to revert to ita pre¬ 
war policy of nou-iDterferenee in industrial dis¬ 
putes.

The report from the Forestry De¬ 
partment with regard to fires is to the 
effect that there is a considerable im¬ 
provement In condllona so far as out- 
breaks are concerned, although In the 
Interior the situation Is still considered 
distinctly hazardous. There are ut pre¬ 
sent some very bad flrea in the Cran- 
br.Mkk district, and Nelson Kamloops 
is fairly safe now. although it la still 
very dry. and It would not take very 
much to start the fires there again 
This situation applies also to the 
Vernon district iTlnee George dis¬ 
trict. Vancouver and Victoria arena are 
fairly safe At ITince Rupert that sec¬ 
tion Is at present benefiting by ltd 
usual rain. • 


“As fine a* a spider'* web” la rather 
a misleading comparison, as all spiders* 
aeb* are not alike, nor are all tha 
threads of which they arc made. These 
may be dry or sticky, fine and regular, 
or coarse and rough, according to the 
will of the spider, and the uae ba 
wishes to make of It. 

One kind of web is thnt seen on 
the grass on dewy mornings. This Is 
merely a level floor on which the spider 
runs and ratuhes his prey. The threud 
is not sticky, and the web may last 
If undisturbed, a whole season. At¬ 
tached to It Is a tube of web, in 
which the spider hides. 

Another well is in large meshes, but 
of indefinite sha|»e. Insects get en¬ 
tangled In the mesh, hut are not hetd 
by.«ny glutinous nature in the thread.
